Astronomers on Mount Wilson, Cilb 
fornia, Join in Hunt for “Cero*," 
Wandering Since 1801. 
Cincinnati Wants Public Halls to Be 
Matrimonial Bureaus. 
Mt. Etna Saturday Again in a Violent 
Eruption. 


Pasadena, Cal.—Spurred on by th* 
report that scientists all over tho 
world were searching for the lost 
planet 
Ceres, 
astronomers 
at 
th* 
Mount Wilson observatory have join­ 
ed the search, and from now on much 
time will be devoted at the local sta­ 
tion in an effort to be the first in dis­ 
covering the lost planet. 
With the powerful equipment on 
hand for the scientific work, and a lo­ 
cation that is probably second to non* 
in the world, the local men of science 
have every confidence in locating the 
lost planet. A search will be started 
and continue until the wanderer is 
either located or the impossibility of 
its discovery determined upon. 
At present little is known of the 
planet, with the exception of what is 
recorded in astronomical history. 
It 
wag discovered first by Piazzi, Jan­ 
uary I, 1801, and its peculiar shape 
has made it especially interesting. 
“WTe are always looking for new 
things up here,” said a professor at 
the observatory. 
“Naturally, we are 
all interested in this lost planet and 
there is no doubt but that a vigorous 
search will be made from this point 
for the mysterious oval-shaped wan­ 
derer, 
“From what history tells us, it ta 
one of our nearest neighbors and It* 
rediscovery w’ould be of unusual im­ 
portance. As far aa know-n it is the 
only planet of its shape ever reported# 
and the fact that it is 
oval 
allows 
much room for scientific study should 
the planet be rediscovered” 
It is believed that if not located be­ 
fore that time the new planet will he 
brought out with the completion ot 
the powerful 100-inch telescope at tlt^ 
observatory.

New York Official Introduces Plan for 
Creation of an International 
Board. 


New York.—Calvin Tomkins, com­ 
missioner of docks and ferries, intro­ 
duced a resolution at the Chamber of 
Commerce favoring an international 
commission on the 
cost 
of 
living. 
Among the reasons he advanced for 
this commission are the following: 
“The questions growing out of the 
increasing cost of living are not m ere­ 
ly theoretical and for the future—they 
are practical and confront the business 
and financial world of today. 
If they 
are not solved promptly the perils of 
business, 
resulting 
from unstable 
prices, wages and interest rates, will 
continue to increase and dissatisfac­ 
tion and discontent grow until most 
serious 
consequences 
may 
result— 
industrially, 
financially 
and 
politi­ 
cally. 
‘‘The world is entitled to a stable 
purchasing 
power 
of 
money 
and 
wages, if such is possible. Civilization 
and 
progress depend 
largely upon 
stability and certainty. 
If monetary 
stability Is impossible, the world is en­ 
titled to know by what means, if any, 
the evils of wide price 
and 
wage 
fluctuations can be lessened. 
“An international and scientific com­ 
mission of experts should investigate 
the facts, study the causes and aug 
gest possible remedies.”

Berlin.—The new Zeppelin airship. 
”L. Z. 9.” built for the war office, has 
on her trial trips developed the speed 
of twenty-one meters per second, and 
is thus the fastest airship 
in 
tho 
world. 
She resembles 
the 
airship 
“Sehwaben,” already described, but i* 
eight meters shorter. 
The Kolnische Zeitung points out 
that the superiority of airships over 
aeroplanes is rapidly being 
demon­ 
strated, and that hitherto only tho 
speed obtained gave the latter an ad 
vantage. The speed ©f sixty-two miles 
an hour can, it says, be attained by 
aeroplanes, but only by very experi­ 
enced pilots, while the speed attained 
by the new airship with perfect se­ 
curity works out at forty-seven miles 
an hour.

He set out with a view to select- 
i iug these points, having left Tours 
Ij one morning with nothing but a bag 
; and a few necessary things. 
Tie pro­ 
ceeded to Algeria. 
General Bailloud 
there gave him a letter, and the gov­ 
ernor supplied him with a few papers* 
He went as far as the train took him, 
[and then traveled by .wagon to Ghar- 
daia. 
Here civilization came to an 
end, and he had to look abort for 
some equipment to cross the desert. 
He purchased a rifle, ammunit!on and 
a camel, and obtained the services of 
an Arab guide, who in an emeigency 
could act as his interpreter, ire was 
also joined by a white native named 
Sassi, who had roved a goo i deal 
over the desert, and who left his wife 
and children, urged on by adventures 
further south.

'I f M. Ie More could thus traverse 
the Sahara, almost unaccompanied,

journey might not be made by aero­ 
planes, with proper relay posts.

cavalry sergeant who wished to go 
further south joined them, and ac­ 
companied them through the Taka- 
oumbaret gorges, which are described 
as magnificent 
They reached I ama- 
I russet, where a missionary, Father 
Fourcaud, lives quite alone in a hut. 
He is a retired officer, and has been 
living for the last ten years in that 
part of the desert. 
They also met 
I Lieutenant Sigonet at this place.

had just returned from the pursuit of 
a robber bard half way across the 
desert. 
The cavalry sergeant here 
left him, and M. Le more once more 
set out with only his two companions 
across the im st difficult part of the 
Sahara.
